nsrssly Cka Caafliet Raged Over ac

London, Feb. 13. — The detailed ac- 
counts which hev« just reached here of 
Lord KHchener's comtHned mov(;'ment 
to drive out tka Boers from the enclos- 
ure ot blockhouse lines show that the 
conflict was very piotureeque and the 
most exciting incident of the whole 
campaign. Although apparently sur- 
rounded an impenetrable ring ot 
fire and steel, the Boert' dauntlsss 
bravery and dashing charges ultllnate- 
ly resulted In the majority's esc-ape 
from the meahes ot Lord Kitdiener's 
elosa^Mwn not 

The British commander's scheme 
was the most extensive ever carried 
out during the present war. It con- 
sisted of a continuous line over 50 
mllss in length. Lord BItohaaor, who 
personally directed the operations, was 
in clo6€ touch day and night with ev 
ery detail of the movements. The 
Boers, though bard pressed, shrank 
from attsmptlng to cross the railway 
which was patrolled tbiroughout tbe 
night by armored trains equipped with 
powerful searchlJshtB. The train llght.s 
were supplenMoted by stationary 
asarehtlgMa, and the spectacular ef 
feet, as witnessed from the tnUns, was 
most striking. By the side of tbe rail- 
road we're th-e ilerk forms of men ly 
ing in trenches or standing doing sen 
txy doty. The glooai of the moonless 
nigfat was Intermittently relieved by 
tbe sweep of the searchtigibts. 

The battle at Hellbnon raged from 9 
o'clock Friday night until 2 o'clock 
Satnrdny morning. Throughout the 
five boors a fearful ring of fire from 
rifles, cannon and pom-poma swept 
along tihe Uritish lines in holding De- 
wet's Boers, wibo made repeated at- 
tsaspts to break out of the circle of 
troops. Prom various positions, be- 
hind rocks and dongas, the Boars kept 
up a vigorous fusllade, hoping to And a 
weak spot in the kne. Simultaneously 
others ckarged, but again and again 
were tlie Boers repulsed, leaving dead, 
wounded and prisoners In the hands 
of the British. At the outset of the 
preparatloDfl tbe Boers trealizcd that 
the operations were not merely an or- 
dinary "drive," tout a movement threat- 
ening tiksm with total annihilation, 
and General Dewet assembled his 
whole force, and discussed the situa 
tion with the commanders, with the 
rsault tJiat tbe Boers vrere split up into 
th>«e forces. On Thnrsdsy night KOO 
Boer», hi'ad^'d by VancoUera, ruahed a 
force of the Imperial Ughtbors*, yell- 
ing: "Storm, burghars!" About 100 
Boers got through, but the remainder 
encountering a tremendous fire, wer^- 
tumed back. 

Friday nlgbt's conflict ebbed and 
swelled ov^ an area of 40 to 50 milei;, 
In wtiicfh the k>ng-hunted, harassed and 
desperate men endeavored to And out- 
lets. The DotT.s at one spot got within 
30 yards of tbe British firing line, but 
the barbed wire balked th« burghers 
and torosd them to retreat The Br- 
ing never ceased. Aided by the elec- 
tri< searchlights, the IVritlsh harrowed 
the BurrouAding territory with shrap- 
nel, skaUa nad Maxim bullets. In the 
aonbem asetloa the Boers made a des- 
perate effort to break through Col- 
lecting a number of cattle, the Boers 
drove tlMun down on the British lines. 
Bending low in their saddles, the Uuert, 
rods among the cattle, making K im- 
possible to distinguish thsB In the 
darkness The British pickats opened 
a terrible fire and the Boers were ev- 
eiTWhars met with a relent Ish hail of 
bulleta A long line ot flame ran up 
and down tho triac line, nearly 80 
mllea in length, as tbs armored trains 
flashed their Bearchlli^ts over miles of 
country. Tbe reports of the quick-flr- 
lag guns akong tbe eatrenclied line and 
tka booming ot the field gnns and pom- 
poms sounded very deep amid the 
sliarp crackling of tiie musketry, while 
Hellbron foil con<rlbutod to the uni- 
versal din, with tiie deep roar of Its 
Bft'vnl gun. Tlito lastsd some 20 min- 
utes^ when gradually the rattle died 
until the erack ot slngla shoto were

STEEL AND IBON. 
Supplies Art inadequate tu .Meet tb< 
Coaatry's Preseat Demaails. 

Cleveland, Feb. 13.— The Iron Trade 
Review, discussing market conditions 
in Its current issue, says 

"Bach week adds to the strength of 
the iron market and aooents the in^ 
adequacy of the pig-iron and steel- 
making capacity to supply the coun- 
try's prcseivt demaiuis. The ( oiirse of 
the market in tbe past week and the 
statistical position ot pig-iron oo Feb. 
1 tall the same story of prodigious 
oonsomptlon beyond all record, and of 
production etill lagging behind. Statis- 
tics of pig-iron output in January and 
of stock reductions between Jan. 1 and 
Feb. 1 point to consumption in the 
first month ot the year at the rate of 
18,000.000 gi'oss tons a y* ar while 
blast furnace capacity active on Feb. 
1 represents an output at the rate of 
about 17,6M,000 toaa a year. But we 
ara noh sure oven ot this Inadequate 
onpaclty. the severe snowstornii? of 
last week tiaving again deranged rail- 
road oparatioos so that many furnaces 
were compelled to bank for a day or 
two for lack of coke. In the valleys 
and the Pittsburg district this inter- 
ruption Is estimated to hav« cut down 
the pig-iron output by 6,000 tone. Con- 
ditions are better thla week, but the 
ease wltb which the trade can be dis- 
turbed is still its mosi nia.rkexl fea.ture. 
Both plg-lron aoid Eteel have advanced 
in the week and buying of the former 
has been particularly heavy in the 
Chicago district

tablish extensive stock yards on th>' 
peninsula between the Columbia and 
Wllhunette rivers^ about four miles 
from this city.

SIX DEAD AND SIX OTHERS DYING 



Offlesrs Attempt to Arrest Lee TurDer 
a Moted Kentucky MouBtaiBeer,BHt 
Are Met With a Volley rirsd 
by tfes rngltlve's Frisads. 



MIddlesboro. Ky., Feb. 18.— Six ars 

dead and a.s many are dying as tiie 
result of a battle bt-'tweeii officers from 
Mmdlcsboro and mountaineers. The 
battle, which was one of the moat des- 
perate of its kind In the history of 
mountain warfare, wcurred between i 
and 6 o'cIo< k Wednesday evening at 
Lee Turnier's "Quarter House" saloon, 
three ahd a half miles from MIddles- 
boro. Last month some mules and 
other goods of Turner's were levied 
on, In payment for a debt, and a few 
nights ago, it is alleged, he, wltli oth- 
ers, went to Virginia, where the prop 
erty had been taken, secured what 
was formerly his and reutrned to th< 
"Quarter House." Wednwday r>eput> 
Sheriff Wat Th'ini;).-.<iii .snm m. n."'! 
posse of 10 or 15 men. for the purpo.^ 
of arresting Turner at his "Quarter 
House" saloon. The ; aloon Is built ot 
huge logs and s>ii i-ounded by a 10- 
foot fence, in whi' h IcKjpholes arc cut, 
so that tbe inmates can shoot at out- 
sIdeTS. Turner's surrender was de- 
manded. His reply was a round of 
shot-^. Charley Cecil of .Mlddleslwiv 
fell dead. Instantly the man who kil! 
ed him fell back, pierced by a hall 
doaen bullets. The oflloers scattered, 
and hiding behind trees and root.- 
poured a gallliiK firi^ into the moui; 
tain fortress. In t!:. n^rht .lohii I>oyle 
a former railroad man, was badly 
wounded, perhaps fatally, and Simon 
nean another ex-railroader, was shot 
in the hand. As soon as Cecil was 
killed, his eompanlon.s determined to 
burn Turner's rendezvous, and in the 
midst ot the battle a man applied a 
torch to an exposed side of the build 
Ing. A few minutes later the building 
was In flames. Seveial of the moun- 
taineers came to the window and 
were Immediately shot down. Turner 
and several of his friends, however, 
escaped, and he Is now at Mingo 
mines, eight miles from MIddlesboro. 
Several of bis men perished in tbe 
flames. 



Death tist Growing. 
MIddlesboro, Ky., Feb. 13.— Accord- 
lac to the latest reports from the 
scene of Wednesday's fight at Le« 

Turner's "Quarter House" In Bell 
county, three and a half mllos from 
this city, between ofiloers and clti 
sens of MIddlesboro and moun 
talneers, friends of Turner, nine men 
were killed. The dead are: Charle.^ 
C/ecll, deputy sheriff, ami the follow 
Ing mountaineers: Charles Oye, ne 
gro; Marsh Wilson, Perry Watson. 
Frank Johnson, Turner's bartendsr; 
Mike Welch, Turner's chief lieuten 
aat; Jim I'lador: a man named Hop- 
per; John l>oyle, of the officers' posse. 
It is also claimed that an unknown 
moonshiner perished In the flames 
when Turner's saloon was burned, and 
several other persons are lepoifd t<.

To Prevent Railroad Collisions. 

Chicago. Feb 13, — A prac'ieal dem 
onHtratiim of the ut:!ity of a n.-w di* 
parture, w^ich it is claimed by rail- 
way officials will effectively prove the 
solution la a large degree of the rail* 
way collision problem, was made on 
the Chit aKo. Milwaukee and St I'au' 
railroad. The device consists of an 
exceedingly powerful headlight, which 
not only perfectly illuminates the 
track witli an intensely brilliant shaft 
of lisht foi' a difTtance of a mile, but 
also embraces the striking and novUl 
feature of a beam of light, ot almost 
miml briUlaney penetrating over 760 
Isat abore, wMch oaa be clearly seen 
10 miles distant. It is theroby possi-

recently adopted. A member went to 
the appointment clerk Wednesday and 
asked him to make out papers for the 
appointment of onoof his constitaents. 

"Impossible," responded the clerk, 
affably. When the member, who bad 
gone "np in tbe air," alighted again he 
inqaired more ealmly, "Why ia it impos- 
sible r 

"You will iiavotoaee Foarth Assistant 
Postmaater-Qaooral Bristol," replied tbe 
clerk. 

Burning with indignation the member 
sought Bristow and demanded an ex- 
planation. 

"No removals are to be made in the 
cases of fourtb-claes postmasters except 
for caose," was tbe answer. The indig- 
nant Representative explained that tbe 
commission of tbe incumbent had ex- 
pired and he wanted a new man appoint- 
ed, bat Mr. Bristow said the Postmaster- 
Qeneral had mled that tbe commissions 
were not limited to four years, but that 
postmasters served until their saoceaaors 
were appointed, and that the latter 
would not be appointed until tbe post- 
masters died, resigned or were removed 
"forcaoae."
